DUBENDORF, Switzerland, Aug. 
18.— Prof. 
Auguste 
Piccard, 
the 
conqueror of the stratosphere, es­ 
tablished a new world's altitude 
record today by rising 16.500 me­ 
ters (more than IO m iles), above 
the earth In the aluminum air­ 
tight ball attached to his strato­ 
sphere balloon. 
He took of from the airdrome 
here at 5:06 a. rn. ((11:06 P. M. 
W ednesday, East Liverpool time) 
after weeks of waiting for suitable 
weather conditions and at noon to­ 
day his headquarters in Zurich re­ 
ceived a radio m essage saying he 
had smashed bls previous altitude 
mark. 
Message From Stratosphere. 
The radioi m essages sent by Dr. 
Piccard today were the first ever 
received from the stratosphere. 
in his m essage at noon he said: 
“ We have crossed the Engadine 
mountains at an altitude of 16,500 
meters.” 
‘ Advice* 
from various 
observa­ 
tion posts in this vicinity through­ 
out the forenoon indicated that Dr. 
Piccard had equalled his previous 
record 
shortly after his takeoff. 
He was sighted frequently from 
Zurich, to Sargans and then the 
balloon 
took 
a 
more 
southerly 
course, toward Italy, and was re­ 
ported from Davos, St. Moritz aud 
other points. 
“ Both Are W ell," is Flash. 
Another m essage received short­ 
ly after noon reported the profes­ 
sor aud his companion, Max Cosyn, 
had crossed the Engadine to the 
east of Samaden, near St. Moritz. 
“We are both well,” the mes­ 
sage said, “but it is very cold and 
we plan to desceud soon. 
Wo wisli 
to avoid descending in the Adria­ 
tic. 
We are now iu sight of Lake 
Garda. 
“Everything aboard is all right, 
but the temperature is very cold.”

plete Carter had 25,472; Perry W. 
Jenkins, his only opponent 12,159. 
Democrats had no primary con­ 
gressional 
candidate, deciding to 
certify one for the general elec­ 
tions in November.

Sheriff Slocum decided to make 
his appeal after a group of about 
IOO farmers, picketing a highway 
at Stevens, forced him aud his dep | 
uties to stop escorting a fleet of 
five trucks to Sioux City. 
One shot was fired in Hie air by 
lite sheriff, who was overpowered 
by the farmers and relieved of his, 
weapon. It was the first shot fired 
anywhere in tile area affected by 
tile strikes, one of which is being 
waged by milk producers, and tho 
other tty farmers who have declar ; 
;ed a 30-day holiday on selling all 
kinds of agricultural products. 
The decision of Nebraska farm­ 
ers to join Iowa and South Dakota, 
producers In the blockade of the 
highways was announced last night 
by J. F. Kriege, of Dakota City.i 
who said that pickets had heenj 
given orders to stop all trucks en­ 
route to market.
